A GUIDE TO ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
PROGRAMMES FROM 
RADIO NEDERLAND WERELDOMROEP 


This programme news release has been produced in response to listener reaction for more detailed 
information on our programmes. We hope it is of interest, and that you’ll be able to join us for 
programmes at the start of a New Year. In case you haven’t already heard, we have replaced the "Monday 
Report" programme with a regular documentary on this day. The title will usually vary, and we hope to be 
able to give advanced details of content through these Programme Information Releases. Here are the 
details for January 1985, with the reservation that current events may necessitate last minute changes. 


Monday January 7th: "Operations Centre Amsterdam". Nevil Gray and Susan Calland are planning to visit 
one of Europe’s largest hospitals, the Academisch Medisch Centrum situated on the southern outskirts of 
Amsterdam. We‘ll be looking at why it was decided to build one gigantic hospital, instead of a number of 
small ones. The programme will also look at the recent decision to perform a limited number of heart 
transplant operations per year, the cost of which will be borne by Dutch authorities, not the patient. 


Monday January 14th: "Images of Confusion”. Roger Broadbent and Jonathan Marks examine the growth of 
cable television in The Netherlands, and the prospects for Pay Television in this part of the world. Talk 
of 40 channels of entertainment, similar to the US, is one thing. Realising it in Europe is another problem. 
Is it in fact possible, and will the consumer be allowed to decide. Is the concept of Direct Satellite 
Broadcasting a thing of the past? We talk to the people behind the screens. 


Monday January 2ist: "The Manificent African Cake : Part Two". On November 15th 1884, representatives 
of 14 European governments began a conference in the city of Berlin, capital of Imperial Germany. The 
outcome was to have a momentous effect on the destiny of the people of Africa. According to Count 
Bismark of Germany, who opened the conference, the participating governments had the common desire of 
"civilising the natives of Africa by opening the interior of that continent to trade." In fact, the great 
"West African Conference" in Berlin succeeded in drawing up the rules for sharing African territory 
amongst the interested European powers. To mark the centenary of this conference, we shall broadcast 
the second of two documentaries entitled "The Manificent African Cake". 


Monday January 28th: "Chips for Everyone? Part One". Jonathan Marks and Luc Lucas examine the impact 
of home/business computers in this part of Europe. The Dutch company of Philips recently announced it 
will invest huge sums of money to develop the SUPERCHIP, a device with a huge memory capacity ina tiny 
space. Other companies say they've already developed it. Is there anything that Europe can do that’s 


original? 


Monday February 4th: "Chips for Everyone? Part Two". Jonathan Marks and Luc Lucas look at the problem 
of piracy and privacy in the computer world. Just how easy, and how worried are people that data is Kept 
on them, and may be accessed by other organisations? Having written a computer program, is there 
anything to protect other companies illegally copying your work? The law moves too slowly. 
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TWO THOUSAND KILOWATTS 
UNDER THE SEA! 
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FLE VO TRANSMITTER SITE TEST NEWS 


As you may Know, Radio Nederland Wereldomroep is currently constructing a new transmitter site in The 
Netherlands. This consists of four 500 Kilowatt shortwave transmitters, plus one 100 KW in reserve. This 
is called our Flevo site. It has been designed to replace an aging transmitter complex, Lopik, which is now 
nearing the end of its useful life. Some tests were conducted in November, with an excellent response 
from listeners. Details of all test transmissions are being given in the Thursday weekly communications 
magazine, "Media Network". The plan is quite simple: transmissions that normally originate from our Lopik 
transmitter site, will be switched to Flevo instead. This is being done in stages. This means that the 
following frequencies will come from FLEVO during the following periods for English language 
broadcasts: 


From Wednesday 2nd until Friday 11 January 1985 inclusive, Flevo will take over the transmissions from 
Lopik between 0700 and 1425 UTC (excluding Saturday and Sunday). 


The following frequencies will then originate from Flevo, instead of Lopik.

As from Monday 14th January, Flevo will take over all transmissions from Lopik, with the exception of the 
programmes between 0830 and 1125 UTC which will remain via Lopik. This will remain until March 31, after 
which we will commence our new programme and transmission schedule. Further news on the changes 
shortly. 


As you can probably imagine, we are very anxious to Know how these tests work out. Our Lopik transmitter 
site will remain on standby, in case adjustments have to be made at Flevo. Note that our frequency 
announcements, three minutes before the start of English transmissions are always read live. We will 
indicate in this announcement block whether we are using Flevo for that transmission. We are particularly 
interested in critical feedback on interference and the modulation quality as received in your part of the 
world. We hope you can help us. 


DUTCH BY RADIO: NEW STYLE COURSE BEGINS SHORTLY 


We have had many requests to repeat previous Dutch By Radio courses broadcast a few years ago. 
However, we decided instead to commission a new, entirely different series of 26 lessons. The project has 
now been completed, and the first lesson will appear in our English service as from the first week in 
April. A course book and pronunciation cassette have been prepared for those interested in following the 
series, and this is now available. The cost is 2 International Reply Coupons (IRCs), made to defray 
postage costs. You can obtain IRCs from larger post-offices in most countries. Applications for the 
course material MUST be marked "Dutch by Radio" on the envelope, and sent to the reqular address (see 
the bottom of this release). Further details to follow in February. 
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FROM DREAM TO REALITY: Special Amateur Radio Event News 


If you want to tune in the world, you really only need three things: a pair of ears, a shortwave radio, and 
an antenna. Getting a good shortwave receiver is less of a problem these days, but most shortwave 
listeners and radio amateurs wish they had more space to put up a better antenna. After all, you can own 
the world’s best receiver, but without a suitable antenna, all you'll hear is interference and a few of the 
stronger signals. As explained above, Radio Nederland Wereldomroep will shortly have a new transmitting 
centre located on the Flevo-polder. But, before it enters service on March 3ist 1985, the Flevo site will 
be the location of a rather unique amateur radio experiment. 


On the third weekend in February, two ordinary amateur radio transmitters will be taken out to the new 
transmitter site. The transmitters will be set up as usual, following the requirements laid down by the 
Dutch PTT licensing authorities. The difference, is that these transmitters will be connected to some of 
the largest directional shortwave antennas in the world! The plan is to use the new Flevo transmitting 
site antennas ON AMATEUR RADIO FREQUENCIES for a period of 34 hours. Not only will this be a unique 
chance for the operators to work with such high-gain antennas and examine the results, but it offers a 
rare opportunity for radio amateurs and shortwave listeners to listen out for a station with a difference! 


The amateur radio station will be on the air between 0600 UTC (= Greenwich Mean Time) on Saturday 
February 16th 1985, until 1800 UTC Sunday February 17th 1985. This is a continuous period of 36 hours of 
operation. One transmitter will operate on a non-directional antenna, intended for European reception. 
The second will make full use of the giant curtain arrays at the Flevo shortwave transmitter site. The 
direction of the beam will follow the pattern of the regular English language broadcasts from Radio 
Nederland, i.e. at 0730 UTC, when Radio Nederland is on the air to Australia and New Zealand, the 
amateur radio station will beam in that direction too, though on a different part of the shortwave dial. 


The special event amateur radio station will operate in both single sideband (SSB), and CW (Morse) modes. 
The special call-sign, PASFLD (i.e. Flevoland) has been applied for from the Dutch PTT. A special QSL 
card, depicting the new Flevo transmitter site, and the amateur radio operation, will be sent to all those 
submitting correct reception reports. Licensed radio amateurs will, of course, be able to talk directly to 
the operators at the station. But shortwave listeners are encouraged to look for the station too. Exact 
frequencies for the amateur radio stations will be announced nearer the date, during the "Media Network" 


programme. 


Between 0730 UTC Saturday February 16th 1985 and 0630 UTC Sunday February 17th 1985, Radio 
Nederland’s regular English language programmes will pay special attention to this amateur radio event. 
"Shortwave Feedback" normally broadcast at this time, will be rather different. Several transmissions 
will originate live from the amateur radio shack at Flevo, to watch the progress. Attention will also be 
given to the development of the Flevo transmitter site, and the polder on which it is built. Interviews 
with members of the Dutch amateur radio community, and the PTT are also envisaged. We hope you'll join 
us for this special event, and pass the message on! 


LATE PROGRAMME AND FREQUENCY CHANGES 


Since our colour programme schedule, September 30th 84 - March 30th 5 was printed, some amendments 
have been made, due to changing shortwave conditions. Please admend your copy as follows: 


New Broadcast to Caribbean and South-Eastern part of North America 


Our 5 minute English language news bulletin for early morning listeners in the Caribbean has been 
discontinued. Instead, we added an extra frequency a few months ago to our 55 minute broadcast at 1030 
UTC. The frequency of 9650 Kilohertz, in the 31 metre band, remains beamed to Australasia. 6020 
Kilohertz, in the 49 metre band has been introduced to serve listeners in the Caribbean, and will give 
adequate reception for listeners in the south-eastern part of North America too. So why not join us for an 


early breakfast? 
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Afroscene expands 
John Hammond and Veronica Wilson would like to remind you that the Afroscene now has two editions per 


week. Tune in on Wednesday as well as Friday evenings at 1830 or 2030 UTC, for our spotlight on African 
events. ;

WHEN DO YOU GET THIS INFORMATION? 


This programme information release is sent out to shortwave listener organisations, and other publicity 
channels, in the early days of the month preceding the title month. We can only rely on the postal systems 
to get it to you in time. Experience in the last few months indicates that this delay can be anywhere 
between two days and two months. If you experience a delay, especially to the point where the 
information is then useless, please get in touch. You should mention the postmark date, if legible. 


PLEASE NOTE: ALL days mentioned are local days in YOUR part of the world. We mention this for the 
benefit of listeners in North America. In theory, our 0230 and 0530 UTC broadcasts to your area are early 
the following day, according to UTC. (i.e. it’s Wednesday evening with you, early Thursday UTC). 


We hope this advanced information helps you to enjoy our programmes more fully. Sorry, due to budget 
restrictions, we have no mailing list for either this programme release, or our programme schedule to 
individual listeners. The February programme release will be available as from January 12th 1985, on 


request from the English Section.

LATE FREQUENCY CHANGES: EFFECTIVE 10 DECEMBER €4 - 30 MARCH 35 


Interference problems have forced us to change a number of frequencies recently. Some of these 


affect English lamquage broadcasts as follows: 


0700 UTC to Africa/Asia/Europe. 


21475 KHz and 9630 KHz have been discontinued, 9770 KHz has been added. The frequencies now 


are: 


241485, 11930, 9295, 9770, amd 5955 KHz. 


The last two frequencies start exactly at 0700 hrs UTC, without any interval signal before the 


transmission, to avoid interference to other stations on the same channels. 


0730 UTC to New Zealand and Australia 


9770 KHz has been dropped in favour of 9630 KHz. This means the following two frequencies are 


used at this time: 
9630 and 9715 kHz. 


We hope these changes result in improved reception.

Precise details of the 
tests will be given on air in the 
"Media Network” programme, 
since they are arranged at short 
notice. When Flevo starts broad- 
casting on a regular basis in 
1985, we shall be changing the 
times of many English 
transmissions! 

Our next illustrated program- 
me schedule (available early 
1985) will feature the new Flevo 
transmitter site, and details of an 
Inaugural Competition to celebra- 
te the start of a new era for 
Radio Nederland. 

We'll have prizes to make it 
well worth taking part!
